During’ the past.'few years free 


‘wheels have been tried to a con-

Effect of Pressure and Absorbers. 

During my visit to the installa- 
tion some interesting tests were 
made showing the influence of 
type pressures and of shock 
ubsorbers upon a wheel wobble in 
a car Specially picked for the pur- 
pose,’ The first test was’ made |’ 
with the tyres at a pressure of 30 
lb. and with the shock. absorbers 
Alacked right off. A violent wheel 
wobble occurred at. 55 m.p.h. 
‘Then, the front shock .absorbers 
Were Screwed up to their normal 
adjustment, and the test was re- 
peated. The wheel wobble’ took 
place again at 55 m.p.h,, but its 
intensity was reduced to the point | 
where it was no longer Vicious, 
but merely unpleasant. . 

After that the tyres were pump- 
ed up to a higher pressure, 40 Ib. 
to the square inch: This had the: 
effect...of raising very consider- 
‘ably the speed at which the wheel 
wobble took place.
